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Almost  a  precedent 

The  recent  public  inquiry  by  a  Department  of  the 
Environment  inspector  into  whether  a  dispensary  should 
be  permitted  to  open  near  to  Bridlington's  new  health 
centre  (C&D,  July  2,  p5,  and  July  30,  p144),  might  have 
provided  a  useful  precedent  in  using  local  authority 
planning  procedures  as  a  means  of  retaining,  if  not 
promoting,  a  degree  of  "planned  distribution"  of 
pharmaceutical  services. 

An  outside  multiple  was  appealing  against  the  local 
authority's  refusal  to  grant  them  planning  permission  to 
convert  either  a  railway  arch  or  a  former  warehouse 
into  a  dispensary.  Their  appeal  was  opposed  by  all  the 
existing  pharmacy  owners  in  the  town  on  the  grounds 
that  closures  and  loss  of  service  to  the  public  would 
result.  The  opponents  called  two  independent  witnesses 
(for  the  first  time  in  such  a  case,  it  was  believed),  they 
had  the  support  of  local  doctors  and  even  the  local 
authority  supported  a  case  with  "commercial"  overtones 
because  of  the  social  service  a  pharmacy  provides. 

The  outside  multiple,  which  did  not  intend  to  carry 
out  retail  sales,  claimed  it  was  a  gross  exaggeration 
that  pharmacies  would  close  if  a  dispensary  alone 
opened  and  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  for  patients 
to  collect  medicines  where  they  were  prescribed. 

The  inspector  dismissed  the  appeal  on  the  grounds 
of  traffic  flow  and  because  the  town's  approved 
development  policy  was  to  consolidate  shopping  areas 
elsewhere. 

On  the  issue  of  pharmacy  distribution  he  commented, 
"I  am  neither  so  impressed  with  the  utility  of  the  present 
distribution  of  pharmacies,  nor  so  convinced  of  the 
ill-effects  claimed  by  objectors  to  the  proposal,  that  I 
should  conclude  that  planning  powers  ought  to  be  used 
to  regulate  the  pattern  of  trade  in  this  case."  The  words 
"in  this  case"  suggest  that  the  inspector  was  not  totally 
against  planning  powers  being  used  in  this  way,  so 
presumably  there  could  be  an  opportunity  for  other 
pharmacists  in  similar  circumstances,  although  it  is 
difficult  to  see  what  further  evidence  could  be  produced. 
-    The  inspector  went  on,  "I  note  also  that  if,  as  was 
once  suggested,  a  dispensary  were  to  be  provided  in 
the  health  centre  itself,  then  the  local  planning  authority 
might  not  have  opposed  it."  Although  some  of  the 
Bridlington  pharmacists  stood  to  gain  considerably  by 
forming  a  consortium  when  the  health  centre  was  first 
built,  they  decided  not  to  for  the  same  reasons  put 
forward  at  the  inquiry — that  the  total  pharmaceutical 
service  would  suffer  as  a  result.  It  seems  that  had  they 
not  put  the  public  interest  first,  they  would  have 
eliminated  any  opportunities  for  leapfrogging. 

Council  divided 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  was  last  week 
divided  equally  on  whether  to  continue  its  policy  against 
use  of  restricted  titles  in  advertising  (p208).  The  status 
quo  was  maintained  only  by  the  president's  casting  vote. 

If  this  decision  leaves  the  Ethics  Committee  in  a 
dilemma,  what  of  the  membership?  It  raises  the 
questions — how  can,  and  should,  a  divided  Council 
bring  pressure  to  bear  on  future  "offenders"  against 
the  advertising  code?  The  situation  becomes  even  more 
unsatisfactory  than  it  is  already. 
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Council  split,  but  no 
change  in  titles  policy 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  at 
its,  meeting  last  week  was  split  equally 
over  whether  the  word  "chemist"  should  be 
used  in  advertising. 

After  much  discussion,  the  motion  that 
Council  policy  on  the  use  of  restricted 
titles  should  be  maintained,  was  carried 
by  the  casting  vote  of  the  president,  Mrs 
Estelle  Leigh.  However,  it  was  decided  by 
a  substantial  majority  that  negotiations 
should  continue  with  Independent  Chemists 
Marketing  Ltd  over  its  decision  to  rein- 
state its  sponsorship  line  in  advertisements 
to  the  public.  At  its  July  meeting  Council 
!  ejected  a  recommendation  of  the  Ethics 
Committee  to  take  no  action  on  ICML's 
decision  (C&D,  July  16,  p95). 

Speaking  at  the  August  meeting,  Mr 
Stevens  said  that  the  small  and  medium 
independent  pharmacist  was  being  placed 
at  economic  risk  by  denying  him  the  right 
to  identify  his  premises  adequately.  It  had 
been  said  that  if  the  right  to  use  the  word 
"chemist"  were  granted,  the  big  people 
could  make  use  of  it  and  outweigh  the 
smaller,  men  in  advertising.  In  the  Ethics 
Committee,  however,  a  member  of  Boots 
had  stated  that  if  the  individual  were 
allowed  to  use  the  word  "chemist",  Boots 
would  not  immediately  rush  to  use  it  for 
it  did  not  need  to  do  so.  Mr  Stevens 
added  that  Numark  on  its  own  meant 
nothing.  "Chemist"  did  not  imply  profes- 
sional service,  it  implied  the  friendly,  semi- 
professional,  semi-trading  man  on  the 
corner  whom  people  could  trust  and  go 
to.  And  if  it  were  not  used  it  would  fall 
into  disuse  and  others  would  derive  value 
from  it. 

Referendum  needed 

If  allowing  the  use  of  the  restricted 
title  "chemist"  represented  a  change  of 
policy  and  had  lo  go  to  the  members.  Mr 
Stevens  asked  that  a  referendum  of  all 
members  should  be  held  so  that  a  proper 
view  could  be  expressed  once  and  for  all. 

The  treasurer,  Mr  Albert  Howells,  who 
supported  the  status  quo,  asked  how  the 
question  in  a  referendum  would  be 
framed.  Somehow,  Council  had  failed  io 
get  it  across  that  if  a  person  used  the 
word  "chemist"  in  any  way  in  an  adver- 
tisement, it  was  implying  that  he  dispensed 
prescriptions,  or  he  was  a  better  phar- 
macist than  the  next  one.  Unless  that  was 
made  clear,  a  referendum  would  not  pro- 
duce the  desired  result. 

Professor  Beckett  said  it  was  difficult  to 
understand,  if  the  right  were  given  to  all 
pharmacists  lo  use  the  word  "chemist"  in 
advertisements,  how  it  could  be  used  to 
give  special  advantage  to  any  individual. 
The  president  said  it  depended  on  the  size 
and  the  number  of  times  it  was  used. 

Mr  Walker  suggested  that  a  referendum 
might  be  undertaken  along  the  lines  of 
whether  the  membership  was  in  favour  of 


a  relaxation  of  the  code  to  allow  the  re- 
stricted use  of  the  restricted  title.  Mi- 
Madge  expressed  the  view  that  if  a  small, 
neat  and  restrained  advertisement  were 
allowed,  with  a  limited  number  in  any 
one  year,  it  would  give  the  small,  inde- 
pendent pharmacist  a  chance  to  tell  the 
public  where  he  was. 

Mrs  C.  M.  Puxon,  Privy  Council 
nominee,  pointed  out  that  the  word 
"chemist"  appeared  in  the  classified  direc- 
tories, which  was  a  form  of  advertising. 
She  questioned  whether  there  was  all  that 
difference  between  putting  one's  name  in  a 
classified  directory  under  a  certain  ad- 
dress, and  putting  it  in  a  newspaper.  Surely 
it  was  the  restriction  to  pharmaceutical 
products  which  was  the  important  issue. 

Mr  J.  P.  Kerr  said  that  his  turnover  did 
not  permit  him  to  put  effective  advertise- 
ments in  the  Evening  Chronicle  or  New- 
castle Journal,  so  the  people  who  derived 
the  benefit  were  the  big  companies  who 
could  afford  to  do  so.  He  added  that  since 
he  had  come  onto  the  Council,  he  had 
seen  a  vast  difference  in  pharmacy's  rela- 
tionship with  other  professions  and  hos- 


The  plight  of  retail  pharmacy  was  dis- 
cussed on  a  BBC  radio  programme  this 
week  by  pharmacy's  leaders,  MPs,  repre- 
sentatives of  Age  Concern  and  the  public. 

Speaking  on  Radio  4  "Linger  on  the 
Pulse",  Mr  Bob  Worby,  chairman,  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee, told  Mr  Peter  Windows,  the  inter- 
viewer, that  the  pharmacy  closure  prob- 
lem was  now  critica1.  Practically  half  ol 
the  existing  pharmacies  were  unsaleable 
and  unless  the  Government  provided  more 
money  the  number  of  pharmacies  would 
be  halved  within  5-10  years.  Mrs  Estelie 
Leigh,  president.  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
said  that  when  a  pharmacy  was  lost  to  a 
community  there  was  nobody  to  fill  the 
role — an  extra  burden  was  placed  on  the 
medical  service,  although  often  sick  people 
may  be  reluctant  to  visit  a  doctor  and 
ask  advice  of  friends  and  neighbours. 

Elderly  pat  ents  in  Lambeth  and  South- 
vvark  explained  the  difficulties  when  a 
pharmacy  closed  and  they  had  to  travel 
over  busy  roads  to  get  to  another.  Mr 
John  Stanford,  Age  Concern,  said  that  in 
rural  areas  people  sometimes  had  to  travel 
7-10  miles  to  the  nearest  pharmacy,  and 
3-4  miles  was  common.  Mr  Windows  sug- 
gested that  reasons  for  closures  were 
supermarket  competition  and  the  growth 
of  health  centres.  Mr  Worby  said  that  once 
a  health  centre  was  built  the  community 
often  lost  both  its  doctor  and  pharmacy. 

Mr  Geoffrey  Marks,  a  Birmingham 
pharmacist,  said  he  had  never  been  on 


pital  colleagues  would  say  that  their  rela- 
tionship within  the  profession  had  im- 
proved. Previously  pharmacists  were 
labelled  as  tradesmen  and  it  was  difficult 
to  get  across  that  they  were  professional 
people.  Now,  with  better  looking  premises 
and  the  absence  of  advertising,  pharmacists 
could  ask  for  rights  because  they  were 
responsible,  professional  people. 

Mr  Daigiish  agreed  that  if  Council  al- 
lowed the  use,  albeit  restricted,  of  the 
title,  it  was  doubtful  whether  it  would 
benefit  the  small  and  medium  sized  busi- 
ness. The  only  people  who  would  benefit 
were  the  commercial  organisations  such  as 
ICML,  Unichem,  Co-operatives,  Boots. 

Mrs  J.  Gilbert  said  Council's  policy  had 
beei  endorsed  by  the  1975  branch  repre- 
sentatives' meeting,  and  now  was  not  the 
time  to  change  it. 

Mr  N.  Baumber  did  not  feel  that  allow- 
ing the  use  of  the  word  "chemist"  would 
lead  to  the  grave  consequences  which  Mr 
Kerr  feared,  and  it  would  resolve  many  of 
the  problems  in  relation  to  ICML,  Boots, 
and  others.  Mr  G.  Walker  reminded  Coun- 
cil that  ICML  was  a  company  in  which 
hail  the  shareholders  were  wholesalers  and 
half  NPLI  Holdings :  ICML  had  been  set  up 
with  the  object  of  maintaining  the  viability 
ol  independent  pharmacists.  The  Council 
was  trymg  to  dodge  the  issue.  It  knew 
what  ICML's  reaction  would  be.  The 
Council  was  putting  off  the  evil  day  once 
again.  (Other  Council  business  appears 
cn  pp210,  224). 

An  ICML  spokesman  on  Tuesday  told 
C&D  that  the  use  of  the  sponsorship  line 
would  continue  until  the  company  was 
instructed  differently. 


strike  but  would  answer  the  call  for  one. 
He  would  not  recommend  his  children  to 
open  a  pharmacy,  nor  would  he  study 
pharmacy  if  he  were  given  his  time  again. 
The  NHS  was  crumbling  and  the  Govern- 
ment would  have  to  do  something. 

NHS  unabfe  to  cope 

The  two  Members  of  Parliament,  Mr 
Jim  Lester,  Conservative,  and  Mr  John 
Ovenden,  Labour,  were  both  sponsors  of 
the  "early  day  motion"  recently  put  to 
Parliament.  They  said  the  problem  of 
pharmacy  closuies  was  longstanding  but 
had  recently  come  to  a  head.  It  could  not 
go  on — neither  doctors  nor  the  NHS  could 
cope  with  the  shortfall.  Mr  Worby  told 
listeners  of  the  reallocation  of  money  un- 
der the  essential  small  pharmacies  scheme, 
explaining  that  larger  contractors  were 
subsidising  their  smaller  colleagues,  but 
new  Government  money  would  be  needed 
eventually.  Considering  if  a  salaried  service 
would  .help  Mrs  Leigh  said  that  the  quality 
of  service  would  suffer  as  the  personal 
attention  was  replaced  by  an  institutional 
ore.  There  would  also  be  fewer  centres  of 
operation.  Mr  Windows  pointed  out  that 
PSNC  wanted  a  planned  distribution  of 
pharmacies  with  open  and  closed  areas, 
offering  cash  incentives  for  pharmacists  to 
open  in  areas  of  need.  Asked  if  that  meant 
Government  cash  Mr  Worby  agreed,  say- 
ing that  for  too  long  the  Government  had 
expected  the  NHS  to  be  subsidised  by 
pharmacists. 


Difficulties  when  pharmacies  close,  discussed  on  radio 
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'Wait  and  see'

The  Government  proposals  to  ease  the 
financial  problems  of  small  pharmacies  by 
means  of  a  graduated  on-cost  (C&D,  last 
week,  pi 80)  have  received  mixed  reactions 
from  pharmaceutical  contractors. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Lincolnshire  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  which  announced 
proposals  for  sanctions  if  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health's  offer  was  not  satisfactory 
(C&D,  July  23,  pl08),  told  C&D  that  the 
Committee  would  await  the  outcome  of 
the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
representatives  conference  in  October  (last 
week,  pi  80)  before  deciding.  He  hoped 
for  an  indication  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  as  to  the 
acceptability  of  the  offer.  Mr  Bob  Worby, 
PSNC  chairman,  last  week  described  the 
offer  as  derisory  but  did  not  indicate  if 
the  proposals  were  acceptable — that  deci- 
sion was  to  be  left  to  the  LPC  conference. 

Mr  Gordon  Hill,  secretary,  Wiltshire 
Area  Chemist  Contractors  Committee,  told 
C&D  that  contractors  in  his  area  were 
"disgusted"  at  the  proposals  although  they 
accepted  the  principle  of  graduated  on- 
cost. He  felt  the  offer  was  shortsighted 
and  predicted  that  several  contractors 
would  withdraw  their  money  from  phar- 
macy and  set  up  other  types  of  business 
which  would  yield  better  returns.  Within 
five  years  he  forsaw  a  breakdown  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service.  He  thought,  how- 
ever, that  his  Committee  would  await  the 
outcome  of  the  October  conference  before 
deciding  any  action. 

The  Company  Chemists  Association 
discussed  the  offer  at  a  meeting  last  week 
but  a  spokesman  was  unable  to  comment 
before  the  Association's  views  were  made 
known  to  PSNC. 

Better  deal  than  PSNC's  says  Mr  Ennals 

Mr  David  Ennals,  Secretary  for  Social 
Services,  has  written  to  the  PSNC  wel- 
coming the  decision  to  refer  the  proposals 
to  the  conference  but  he  regretted  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee had  apparently  condemned  his  pro- 
posals. Mr  Ennals  said  on  Monday,  "The 
Government's  proposals  offer  a  far  better 
deal  for  small  and  medium  sized  pharma- 
cies than  the  proposals  put  forward  by 
the  PSNC  themselves.  Some  2,750  phar- 
macists would  on  average  get  an  extra 
£1,000  a  year,  and  another  2,500  pharma- 
cists would  get  an  extra  £700  a  year.  I 
have  offered  £5  million  of  new  Govern- 
ment money  at  a  time  of  tight  restraint  on 
public  expenditure.  What  we  are  entitled 
to  expect  is  that  the  larger  pharmacies 
which  have  a  profit  margin  on  their  capi- 
tal NHS  business  of  as  much  as  25  per 
cent  and  30  per  cent,  should  accept  a 
scheme  of  redistribution  of  profits  to  bene- 


fit the  smaller  pharmacies.  If  the  Govern- 
ment is  ready  to  chip  in  additional 
resources  to  help,  surely  those  with  sub- 
stantial NHS  profits  should  offer  to  help 
as  well.  The  PSNC  proposals  fail  to  meet 
precisely  the  challenge  which  both  of  us 
recognised  as  being  crucial." 

Mr  Ennals  added  he  would  consider 
carefully  any  alternative  proposals  for  re- 
distribution of  remuneration,  provided  the 
overall  additional  cost  to  public  funds 
remained  as  in  his  letter  of  July  26. 

The  PSNC  is  currently  working  out  a 
conference  agenda  which  will  be  circu- 
lated to  LPC  secretaries  during  the  last 
week  in  August.  All  resolutions  should  be 
submitted  to  PSNC  by  August  22.  LPCs 
may  send  between  two  to  five  representa- 
tives to  the  conference,  depending  on  the 
number  of  contractors  involved. 

Beauty  products  usage 
almost  unchanged 

The  latest  IPC  cosmetics  and  toiletries 
survey,  covering  mid  1976  to  mid  1977, 
indicates  only  marginal  changes  in  usage 
of  beauty  products  but  with  most  product 
ranges  still  expanding.  Taking  the  29  pro- 
duct categories  investigated,  17  have  in- 
creased their  usage  levels,  10  have  lost  a 
little  ground  and  two  have  remained  static. 
Despite  inflation  and  the  effects  of  the 
economic  squeeze  it  seems  that  overall  the 
usage  or  beauty  products  has  remained 
virtually  unchanged  over  the  past  four 
years  from  mid  1973. 

The  survey,  available  from  D.  W. 
Trown,  IPC  Magazines  Ltd,  Lavington 
Street,  London,  SE1,  used  women  between 
13  and  64  and  covers  usage,  as  distinct 
from  sales.  Consequently  while  figures 
given  show  small  changes  in  usage  of 
various  products,  expenditure  on  beauty 
aids  has  escalated  with  inflation. 

In  hair  preparations,  conditioners  and 
cream  rinses  increased  by  24  per  cent, 
shampoo  from  83  to  86  per  cent  but  hair 
bleaches  and  colourants  declined  over  the 
period  under  study. 

Mascaras  and  eye  shadows  have  in- 
creased by  10  and  7  per  cent  respectively. 
Face  masks  and  packs  are  increasing 
steadily  while  moisturisers  are  up  16  per 
cent  and  rouges,  blushers  and  shaders  28 
per  cent. 

Make-up  remover  pads  and  face 
powders  slipped  back  to  39  per  cent. 
Toilet  waters,  Colognes,  deodorants  and 
antiperspirants  are  increasing  but  depila- 
tories and  talcum  or  baby  powder  are  de- 


clining marginally.  The  report  concludes 
that  cosmetics  and  toiletries  are  higher  on 
the  shopping  list  than  ever  before. 

The  percentage  of  users  buying  from 
chemists  is  just  ahead  of  grocers,  super- 
markets, department  stores  and  market 
stalls,  with  Boots  enjoying  well  over  half 
o'i  all  chemist  sales  except  in  spot  re- 
movers. Only  21  per  cent  of  the  women 
bought  their  perfume  in  a  pharmacy  but  this 
is  probably  because  42  per  cent  received 
it  as  a  gift.  The  women  seemed  to  buy 
toiletries  for  their  men  from  pharmacies — 
over  half  said  they  went  to  chemists  for 
after  shave,  men's  talc,  toilet  water, 
Cologne  and  deodorants. 

EEC  Group  questions 
pharmacist's  liability 

The  EEC  Pharmaceutical  Group  has  called 
for  an  explanation  concerning  the  dispen- 
sing pharmacist's  position  as  a  manufac- 
turer under  the  EEC  draft  directive  on 
responsibility  for  defective  products.  The 
Group's  Executive  Committee  announces 
in  its  June  Bulletin  that  it  has  submitted 
the  following  questions  to  the  Community 
Authorities :  Would  medicines  be  regarded 
as  goods  such  as  tools  and  machines,  and 
subject  to  the  directive?  Would  the  phar- 
macist be  included  as  a  dispenser  of  medi- 
caments and  subject  to  the  directive  other 
than  when  the  preparer  of  the  galenical? 
Would  he  be  responsible  for  the  quality 
of  products  he  used? 

The  Group  confirmed  that  dispensing 
pharmacists  would  continue  to  be  respon- 
sible for  galenical  preparations,  personal 
faults  and  the  conformity  of  products  to 
the  prescription  but  would  decline  respon- 
sibility at  the  therapeutic  level. 

The  Buletin  also  says  that  pharmaceu- 
tical prices  are  levelling  out  within  the 
Community,  a  desirable  consequence  of 
free  movement  of  goods.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  set  up  by  the  Council  of 
Ministers  in  1975,  had  medicines  on  its 
list  of  priorities  and  is  to  examine  prices 
in  relation  to  re-imbursement  by  social 
security  arrangements  in  each  country. 

MDA  order  in  force 

The  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  1971  (Modi- 
fications) Order  1977  (SI  No  1243,  HM 
Stationery  Office,  £0  10),  which  adds 
tryptamine  and  phenethylamine  deriva- 
tives to  Part  1,  Schedule  2,  comes  into 
force  September  20  (C&D,  June  4,  p794). 
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Pharmacists  to  be  involved 
in  drug  monitoring  scheme? 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  Council  has 
approved  a  scheme  in  which  general 
practice  and  hospital  pharmacists  would 
supply  the  names  of  patients  on  a  drug 
being  monitored  for  adverse  reactions,  and 
for  which  each  prescription  would  attract 
an  extra  24p  fee. 

Mr  Desmond  Lewis,  secretary  and 
registrar,  reported  to  this  month's  meeting 
that  he  had  been  asked  to  advise  and 
comment  on  the  scheme  proposed  by  a 
university  research  organisation  sponsored 
by  a  drug  manufacturer.  The  intention  was 
to  collect  the  names  of  a  large  number 
of  patients  for  whom  the  drug  had  been 
prescribed,  and  later  to  check  through 
hospitals  and  general  practice  medical  re- 
cords for  referral  to  hospital  or  other 
incidents.  A  controlled  population  of 
equal  size  not  on  the  drug  in  question 
would  be  followed  in  the  same  way.  The 
proposal  was  that  general  practice  and 
hospital  pharmacists  should  make  a  major 
contribution  to  the  scheme  in  that  they 
would  be  the  source  of  the  names  of 
patients  on  the  drug  and  of  controlled 
patients.  For  each  prescription  for  the 
drug,  the  pharmacists  would  transfer  to  a 
separate  form  or  a  list,  the  name,  address 
and  age  group  of  the  patient,  the  doctor's 
or  practice  name  and  address,  and  the 
dosage  and  quantity  of  the  drug  supplied. 
They  would  then  record  the  same  details 
from  the  next  prescription  for  a  patient 
not  on  the  drug  in  question,  but  of  the 
same  sex  and  age  group  from  the  same 
practice.  The  details  would  be  sent  ill 
confidence  to  the  researchers  who  would 
arrange  for  the  later  follow  up  of  the 
patients  concerned.  Mr  Lewis  thought  the 
development  alarming  in  its  breach  of 
confidentiality. 

Patient's  consent  needed 

Mrs  C.  M.  Puxon  (Privy  Council 
nominee)  said  it  would  be  quite  wrong  for 
either  the  GP  or  pharmacist  to  give  such 
information,  without  the  consent  of  the 
patient,  properly  obtained,  although  Pro- 
fessor A.  Beckett  thought  any  attempt  to 
produce  better  protection  against  potential 
difficulties  with  medicines  should  be  given 
serious  thought.  Mr  Bloomfield,  supporting 
Mrs  Puxon,  said  he  had  spoken  to  one  of 
the  medical  men  concerned  who  felt 
the  primary  problem  was  the  possible  ob- 
jection from  the  medical  practitioners  to 
pharmacists  participating  in  the  scheme. 
The  team  concerned  believed  the  phar- 
macist had  a  role  in  monitoring  adverse 
reactions  and  patients'  names  would  be 
confidential  to  the  pharmacist  and  the  team 
doctors.  The  manufacturer  would  not  know 
the  names. 

Several  Council  members  agreed  that 
the  patient's  consent  should  be  obtained 
by  the  prescriber  but  Mr  D.  Sharpe  asked 
why  the  prescriber  should  have  the  right 


to  disclose  information  and  give  consent 
on  a  patient's  behalf.  Mr  J.  Kerr  said  he 
had  discussed  the  scheme  with  a  local 
medical  practitioner,  whose  reaction  had 
been  "not  without  my  permission",  that  is, 
two  sets  of  permission  would  need  to  be 
obtained.  Mr  Kerr  saw  difficulty  in  getting 
permission  from  a  doctor  in  selecting  a 
random  sample  but  pharmacy  should  be 
seen  to  be  willing  to  participate  in  drug 
monitoring.  The  Society  should  actively 
look  at  the  problem  to  see  where  pharmacy 
could  fit  in. 

Mr  Sharpe  moved  the  scheme  be  ac- 
cepted subject  to  obtaining  patients'  con- 
sent in  a  suitable  form  and  Mr  Kerr  put 
an  amendment  adding  a  proviso  that  no 
scripts  be  sent  from  the  pharmacy  to  any- 
body else  on  the  selected  doctor's  list 
without  that  doctor's  permission.  Mr 
Balmford  pointed  out  that  an  actual  cross 
section  would  be  unobtainable  on  that 
basis  and  the  amendment  was  lost.  The 
treasurer  Mr  A.  Howell  s  expressed  the 
view  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  obtain 
the  patient's  permission  without  alarming 
him  concerning  what  had  been  prescribed. 
The  motion  was  carried. 

'Dramatic'  fall  in 
aspirin  poisoning 

There  was  a  highly  significant  decrease  in 
the  number  of  hospital  admissions  of 
children  with  salicylate  poisoning  in  1976 
compared  with  the  two  previous  years  in 
Cardiff  and  Newcastle,  according  to  an 
article  in  last  week's  Lancet.  There  were 
129  admissions  in  1975  and  48  in  1976, 
with  a  reduction  of  60  per  cent  in  Cardiff 
and  69  per  cent  in  Newcastle.  The  authors 
conclude  that  the  introduction  of  child- 
resistant  containers  was  responsible  for 
this  "dramatic"  fall. 

However,  the  authors  point  out  the 
difficulty  these  containers  present  to 
arthritic,  infirm  or  elderly  patients  and 
suggest  CRP  (child-resistant  packaging) 
should  be  printed  on  prescription  forms 
alongside  NP  should  be  deleted  in  a 
similar  way  by  the  prescriber. 

Sharp  rise  in  shop  rents 
forecast  in  next  few  years 

Shop  rents  are  expected  to  rise  sharply  in 
the  next  few  years,  well  ahead  of  the  level 
of  inflation,  according  to  a  report  "A  fore- 
cast of  shop  rents"  prepared  by  Dr  R.  K. 
Schiller,  the  research  department,  Hillier 
Parker  May  &  Rowden,  77  Grosvenor 
Street,  London  W1A  2BT. 

An  equation  has  been  deduced  which 
fits  in  well  with  the  movement  of  shop 
rents  since  1960  in  relation  to  retail  sales 
volume  and  the  quantity  of  major  new 


shopping  developments.  In  apply  this 
equation  to  the  future,  it  is  assumed  that 
retail  sales  volume  will  drop  1  per  cent  in 
1977  and  increase  by  1  per  cent  a  year 
from  1978  to  1980,  and  that  new  openings 
will  amount  to  3m  sq  ft  gross  in  1977  and 
2  -5m  in  1980. 

The  equation  then  indicates  an  increase 
of  37  per  cent  in  the  rent  index  by  the  end 
of  1977,  or  about  50  per  cent  in  current 
prices  including  inflation.  By  1980,  there 
would  be  a  further  increase  in  the  index 
of  7  per  cent,  giving  a  level  of  rental  sub- 
stantially up  on  any  previous  year  in  real 
terms.  Although  it  is  pointed  out  that 
there  are  many  important  factors  which 
influence  shop  rents  but  are  not  included 
in  the  equation,  it  is  considered  that  this 
increase  is  likely  to  happen  unless  some 
other  over-riding  factor  intervenes  to 
prevent  it. 

Since  1974  rents  have  fallen  well  behind 
inflation  and  have  dropped  by  nearly  25 
per  cent  in  real  terms.  It  would  seem  a 
"fairly  cautious  assumption",  says  the 
report,  that  shop  rents  in  1980  would 
return  to  the  pre-boom  level.  For  this  to 
happen,  the  rent  index  would  have  to 
increase  23  per  cent  in  real  terms. 

Good  response  to  campaign 

The  dental  health  campaign  organised  by 
the  General  Dental  Council  and,  for  the 
first  time,  including  chemists  (C&D,  July 
30,  pi  61),  produced  seven  responses  from 
the  public  and  a  request  for  more  leaflets 
from  Boots,  Bridgend,  by  the  end  of  the 
first  week.  The  response  to  the  six-week 
campaign,  in  three  areas,  Cleveland, 
Hampshire  and  Mid-Glamorgan,  is  to  be 
measured  by  the  number  of  requests  for 
a  jigsaw  offer  from  the  public  and  the 
request  for  more  leaflets  from  chemists.  A 
spokesman  for  the  Boots  branch  said  the 
leaflets  were  being  taken  well  and  that  a 
campaign  in  pharmacies  would  produce 
more  response  than  one  on  television.  The 
General  Dental  Council  felt  the  response, 
at  such  an  early  stage,  was  encouraging. 

India  bans  0TC  clioquinol 

The  Indian  Government  has  banned  the 
counter  sale  of  100  anti-diarrhoea  drugs, 
including  Enterovioform  a  correspondent 
writes.  The  drugs,  containing  hydroxy- 
quinolines  and  manufactured  by  89  com- 
panies, will  be  available  on  prescription 
and  the  action  follows  an  article  on 
clioquinol  in  a  recent  Lancet. 

prescriptions  reach  £2 

The  average  cost  per  prescription,  during 
May,  rose  to  over  £2  in  Northern  Ireland, 
continuing  the  upward  trend.  In  England, 
the  latest  figure,  April,  showed  an  increase 
to  £180.  Chemist  and  appliance  suppliers 
in  Northern  Ireland  dispensed,  during 
May,  1,023,355  prescriptions  on  635,454 
forms  at  a  total  cost  of  £2,083,319. 

Inquiry  on  surgery  drugs 

The  Powys  Family  Practitioner  Committee 
is  at  present  considering  a  report  from 
one  of  its  working  groups  on  drugs  dis- 
tributed from  doctors'  surgeries.  The  re- 
port has  been  forwarded  for  comment  to 
interested  parties.

Conditions  for  registration 
to  be  changed? 


Changes  in  the  conditions  for  registration 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  were  iecommended  by 
the  Education  Committee  at  last  month's 
Council  meeting.  The  recommendations 
however,  would  not  apply  to  registration 
under  a  reciprocal  agreement. 

Mrs  C.  O'Rourke  submitted  the  Educa 
tion  Committee  report  recommending  a 
change  in  conditions  to  be  complied  with 
by  students  who  wished  to  register  au 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  The  recom- 
mendation was  that  paragraph  (d),  Regula- 
tion 9  of  the  Society's  General  Regula- 
tions 1974 — "in  the  event  of  his  being  a 
graduate  in  pharmacy  of  more  than  five 
years  standing,  he  has  complied  with  such 
additional  education  requirements  as  the 
Council  may  determine" — be  revoked  and 
the  following  substituted — "he  has  pro- 
duced evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council 
that  he  has  adequate  knowledge  of  the 
laws  governing  the  practice  of  pharmacy 
and  the  sale  of  medicines  and  poisons  in 
Northern  Ireland".  The  Committee  also 
recommended  that  the  additional  para- 
graph (c)  be  added — "he  has  undertaken 
such  further  courses  of  instruction  as  the 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine". 

Economies  being  introduced 

Mr  Mcllhagger  reported  that  the 
Finance  Committee  has  spent  much  time 
investigating  the  increase  in  expenditure 
incurred  during  the  year  ended  luly  31 
(C&D,  June  4,  p828).  He  said  hopes  of 
erasing  the  previous  year's  deficit  had  not 
been  fulfilled  largely  because  of  increases 
in  expenses,  the  fall  in  value  of  the  pound 
greatly  increasing  overseas  subscriptions 
and  the  considerable  sum  spent  on  repairs 
to  the  Society's  house.  All  these  expenses 
were  absolutely  necessary  and  although 
income  for  the  present  year  was  likely  to 
exceed  expenditure  by  about  £1,000,  the 
Committee  was  concerned  that  during  the 
next  year  every  item  of  expenditure  should 
be  carefully  scrutinised. 

Economies  were  being  introduced  and 
the  Committee  suggested  the  personal  re- 
tention fee  for  1978-79  be  considered  early 
in  1978.  The  report  being  adopted,  Mr 
Eakin  said  virtually  all  income  came  from 
retention  fees,  namely  all  personal  fees 
and  half  the  annual  premises  fees  collected 
by  the  Department  of  Health.  Income 
could  be  forecast  fairly  accurately  and 
Council  would  have  to  cut  spending  or 
increase  the  personal  retention  fee. 

The  Education  Committee  is  to  prepare 
a  paper  as  guidance  on  the  labelling  of 
certain  dispensed  medicines  following  a 
discussion  on  the  subject.  Mr  Eakin  said 
he  had  experienced  some  difficulty  with 
prescribers  despite  having  carried  out  the 
instructions  on  the  prescription. 

The  Secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman,  was  in- 


structed to  convey  Council's  congratula- 
tions to  Dr  N.  C.  Cooper  on  his  award 
of  PhD  by  Queen's  University,  Belfast  for 
his  thesis  on  development  of  pharmacy  in 
Ireland. 

A  telegram  from  the  president  ot  the 
Spanish  pharmacists  asked  for  Council's 
support  and  the  secretary  is  to  send  a 
suitable  reply.  A  request  was  considered 
from  the  general  secretary  of  the  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Federation  con-

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Topical  reflections

Dilemma 

I  am  more  than  a  little  concerned  over  some  recent  events  and  the  reactions 
provoked  both  nationally  and  locally.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  may  be  in 
danger  of  laying  ourselves  open  to  a  charge  of  inconsistency.  Both  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Association  have 
acted  to  protect  the  professional  services  of  pharmacies  affected  by  the 
Grunwick  dispute.  The  Society's  Council  has  deplored  the  attempt  to  infringe 
the  rights  of  individuals  to  have  prescriptions  dispensed  and  medicines 
supplied  when  they  wished.  The  NPA  has  written  to  Mr  David  Ennals, 
Secretary  for  Social  Services,  seeking  confirmation  that  he  "will  assist  in 
ensuring  that  there  is  no  breakdown  in  the  NHS  pharmaceutical  service". 

I,  also,  deplore  attempts  to  infringe  the  rights  of  individuals,  and  would 
deplore  as  surely  anyone  would,  any  breakdown  in  the  NHS  pharmaceutical 
service.  Consequently,  I  am  a  little  perturbed  to  read  that  a  succession  of 
total  one-day  closures  of  pharmacies  throughout  Lincolnshire  is  planned  by 
the  Lincolnshire  pharmaceutical  committee  to  come  into  effect  if  the 
Secretary  of  State  fails  to  satisfy  the  "just  demands"  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee.  Such  closures,  we  are  told,  would  be 
recommended  to  pharmacist  contractors  as  a  means  of  expressing  concern 
for  the  future  viability  of  the  pharmaceutical  service.  That  the  attitude  is  not 
exclusive  to  Lincolnshire  is  evidenced  by  the  remarks  of  Mr  R.  G.  Worby, 
PSNC's  chairman,  to  the  effect  that  committees  up  and  down  the  country  are 
calling  for  selective  withdrawal  from  service.  I  hope,  if  it  should  come  to 
that,  that  those  wanting  pharmaceutical  service  will  not  feel  that  there  is  an 
infringement  of  their  rights  as  individuals  to  have  prescriptions  dispensed 
and  medicines  supplied  when  they  wish. 

Fluted  bottles 

There  are  times  when  it  has  seemed  that  accepted  practice  has  been  thrown 
away  for  no  very  good  reason.  Over  the  years,  experience  has  led  to  the 
adoption  of  a  fluted  bottle  for  poisonous  substances,  and  a  very  sensible 
precautionary  measure  it  has  always  seemed  to  be.  For  some  little  time,  that 
eminently  sensible  provision  has  been  in  danger,  for  no  other  reason  than 
that  it  was  not  EEC  practice. 

It  seems  that  the  Poisons  Board,  which  recommended  deletion  of  the 
requirement,  has  had  second  thoughts,  though  the  Home  Office  said  that  to 
seek  an  exception  to  that  effect  in  the  EEC  Directives  would  seem  to  be  in 
direct  breach  of  the  Treaty  of  Rome,  since  it  would  hinder  free  trade  within 
the  EEC  and  would  probably  give  UK  manufacturers  an  advantage  over 
other  EEC  competitors  in  the  UK  market. 

Commercial  honesty 

The  matter  can  be  put  alongside  the  ruling  that  mince  pies  for  Christmas 
are  not  to  be  called  mince  pies  because  they  do  not  contain  mince. 
Christmas  seems  to  be  a  time  for  deceit,  and  double  dealing,  for  authority 
once  took  it  upon  itself  to  state  that  ginger  wine  essence  could  not  be  so 
called  because  it  was  not  an  essence  and  could  certainly  not  be  described 
as  wine.  Commercial  honesty  demanded  that  the  preparation,  which  had 
been  used  during  the  festive  season  for  generations,  should,  now  appear  in 
its  true  colours,  as  unsweetened  gingerade  concentrate.  Very  sensibly,  and 
with  no  desire  to  mislead  the  devotees,  it  began  to  appear  labelled  as 
"unsweetened  gingerade  concentrate  formerly  known  as  ginger  wine 
essence",  but  the  magic  had  gone,  and  a  backroom  Scrooge  had  warped 
the  spirit  of  Christmas.  I  never,  in  all  the  years  I  sold  the  preparation,  met 
anybody  who  found  it  violently  intoxicating. 
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Solve  rural  dispensing 

However  enticing  an  extra  £1,000  may  be 
to  the  large  number  of  smaller  pharma- 
ceutical contractors,  we  should  be  cautious 
in  accepting  until  the  rural  dispensing 
problem  is  permanently  solved. 

If  the  system,  as  currently  outlined,  be- 
comes the  Drug  Tariff  method  of  pay- 
ment each  doctor  in  an  existing  group  dis- 
pensing practice  will  gain  over  £1,000 
essentially  at  the  expense  of  larger  urban 
pharmacies.  Temptation  indeed  for  even 
more  rural  and  suburban  doctors  to  take 
in  dispensing,  which  will  then  be  directly 
at  the  expense  of  the  very  pharmacies  the 
scheme  is  designed  to  save. 

Salvation  in  this  case,  should  be  equated 
to  letting  a  drowning  man  hold  on  to  a 
crocodile  while  he  gets  enough  breath 
back  to  say  "thank  you".

An  'insulting  offer' 

We  were  given  to  understand  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  that  any  schemes 
for  the  redistribution  of  remuneration 
within  pharmacy  were  contingent  upon  an 
agreement  from  the  Department  of 
Health  to  abstain  from  debiting  the  £11 
million  "overpayment"  against  the  Balance 
Sheet  and  to  the  introduction  of  new 
money  into  the  service. 

We  now  learn  that  no  such  agreement 
has  been  forthcoming  and  an  insulting 
offer  has  been  made  at  a  time  when  we 
have  had  no  increases  in  the  professional 
fee  or  on-cost  for  two  years  in  spite  of 
raging  inflation. 

Surely  it  is  almost  beyond  belief  that 
the  PSNC  could  even  contemplate  the 
acceptance  of  such  a  divisive  offer  if  it  is 
to  regain  any  vestige  of  credibility  as  our 
negotiating  body.  Suggestions  that  it  may 
advocate  acceptance  of  the  offer,  even  on 
an  interim  basis,  fill  me  with  a  sense  of 
outrage  that  I  am  sure  the  majority  of 
contractors  will  share. 

The  PSNC  is  mandated  to  reject  such 
offers  outright  in  that  it  is  an  elected  body, 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
negotiating  on  behalf  of  the  contractual 
body. 

The  fact  that  it  is  to  call  a  meeting  in 
two  months  time  (40  closures  later),  fills 
me  with  dire  foreboding  as  to  its  inten- 
tions and  suggests  that  it  is  looking  for 
excuses  to  evade  its  responsibilities.  The 
PSNC  clearly  stated  its  attitude  before 
the  meeting  with  the  Department.  Now 
that  it  has  been  so  soundly  rebuffed  it 
should  inform  the  Department  that  the 
offer  is  wholly  unacceptable  and  should 
proceed  to  the  consideration  of  alternative 
measures  to  achieve  its  aims,  as  it  sug- 
gested.  It   is   the  consideration   of  such 


measures  that  should  form  the  agenda  of 
the  forthcoming  conference  and  not  the 
surrender  terms  of  the  present  offer.  If  the 
present  Committee  cannot  discharge  its 
duties,  then  let  it  stand  down  in  favour  of 
those  who  can. 

If  we  are  to  discover  at  the  conference 
that  it  is  still  a  paper  tiger  then  we  shall 
truly  have  a  "closed  shop  policy"  of  the 
most  literal  kind. 

In  any  event,  surely  we  may  be  informed 
— before  the  conference — of  the  views  of 
the  PSNC  itself  about  the  offer.  To  present 
it  to  the  contractors  without  comment 
about  its  own  attitude  leads  to  the  sup- 
position that  its  ranks  are  divided — and 
"divided  we  fall".

Elida  Gibbs  enter  the  market 

Elida  Gibbs  Ltd,  a  company  with  a 
philosophy  of  aiming  to  ensure  brand 
ieadership  in  prime  markets,  have  decided 
to  go  into  what  they  refer  to  as  the  under- 
exploited  sunglass  market.  They  have 
estimated  that  13  million  pairs  of  sun- 
glasses are  bought  annually  with  a  retail 
sales  value  of  about  £39m,  and  they  also 
estimate  an  annual  purchase  by  31  per 
cent  of  all  adults.  The  company  saw  that 
there  was  a  major  opportunity  for  "brand- 
ing" the  market  with  heavy  advertising 
support  to  ensure  success  and  increase  the 
total  market  size.  They  noted  a  rapid 
growth  in  both  value  and  volume,  a  con- 
sumer demand  for  a  wide  selection  of  lens 
types  and  frame  styles,  and  a  trend  to- 
wards high  performance,  fashionable 
products. 

The  new  range,  Goggles,  offers  "fashion, 
function,  variety  and  value".  The  frames 
were  selected  by  Oliver  Goldsmith  who 
chose  them  for  quality,  style  and  comfort. 
There  are  53  frame  styles,  which  with 
different  colours  and  shades  make  up  to 
!02  models.  There  are  five  lens  types — 
acrylic,  polarised,  CR39,  mirrored  and 
Sunsitive — within  a  price  range  of  £3  95 
to  £1195.  Frame  materials  available  are 
cellulose  acetate,  nylon  and  metal. 

Elida  Gibbs  are  backing  the  Goggles 
launch  with  what  they  describe  as  "the 
biggest  ever  advertising  budget  for  sun- 
glasses". A  total  of  £750,000  is  to  be 
spent  "above  the  line"  between  mid- 
March  and  mid-July  next  year.  £500,000 
of  that  will  be  spent  on  television  ad-

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vertising  which  will  comprise  130,  30 
second  spots  per  area  nationally.

The  company  believes  advertising  can  buy 
market  share,  and  marketing  director 
David  McArthy  added  that  the  money 
invested  and  the  approach  taken  by  Elida 
Gibbs  is  expected  to  transform  the  sun- 
glass market. 

The  merchandising  and  display  stands 
carry  through  the  theme  of  the  advertising

parcel  sizes  each  containing  a  display  unit 
pre-loaded  with  glasses  together  with 
back-up  stock.  Mirrors  of  varying  heights 
will  be  attached  to  the  stand  and  leaflets 
explaining  the  range  and  function  of  the 
different  lens  types  will  be  provided.

Carters  push  up  seeds 

In  1972,  in  a  C&D  special  feature  on  packet 
seeds  as  "traditional  profit-earners"  for 
chemists,  the  total  market  was  estimated 
at  £5m,  with  chemists  accounting  for  4 
per  cent  of  sales.  For  1978,  Carters  Tested 
Seeds  forecast  a  market  worth  £20m  at 
rsp,  and  their  research  suggests  that 
chemists  have  around  a  3  per  cent  share. 

Seeds  have  certainly  become  more  of  a 
consumer  item  over  the  past  five  years, 
with  many  more  people  buying  vegetable 
seeds,  for  example,  as  food  prices  have 
escalated — some  104  million  homes  now 
buy  seeds  each  year.  And  Carters  are  now 
proposing  to  capitalise  on  this  expansion 
by  heavyweight  advertising. 

A  30-second  television  commercial  is 
planned  for  ATV,  with  £40,000  being  spent 
over  a  four-month  period,  (national  equiva- 
lent would  be  £350,000)  and  the  success 
of  this  will  determine  policy  towards  the 
medium  in  future  years.  Nationally,  a

□  The  product  in  self-selling  (Carters' 
packaging  is  extremely  attractive)  from  a 
small  display  space,  and  the  suppliers  offer 
free  stands.  Carters  say  that  this  year  their 
representatives  made  10,000  service  calls 
on  outlets  in  four  months,  replenishing 
the  stands  from  a  full  stock  carried  in 
iheir  cars.

Doubts  over  future  of  'respect 
for  medicines'  campaign 


The  proposed  health  education  campaign 
on  "respect  for  medicines"  may  be  can- 
celled. The  Health  Education  Council 
wishes  to  have  medical,  as  well  as  pharma- 
ceutical views  and  it  will  decide  whether 
to  continue  on  the  basis  of  that  advice, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Council  was 
told  at  this  month's  meeting. 

The  secretary  and  registrar,  Mr  Lewis, 
said  the  HEC  would  consider  the  matter 
at  its  meeting  on  November  15.  Concern 
had  been  expressed  by  the  HEC,  that  the 
eight  points  upon  which  the  campaign  was 
to  be  based  were  in  the  main  medical  as 
well  as  pharmaceutical,  and,  therefore,  it 
would  like  to  have  the  views  of  the  Royal 
College  of  General  Practitioners  and  the 
British  Medical  Association  before  pro- 
ceeding. Mr  Lewis  said  it  would  have  to 
proceed  fairly  quickly  if  anything  was  to 
be  done  within  its  present  financial  year, 
which  ends  in  March. 

Mr  J.  Kerr  said  it  seemed  unfortunate 
HEC  should  seek  the  advice  of  RCGP  be- 
cause doctors,  as  a  rule,  saw  advertised 
medicines  as  one  way  in  which  people 
could  treat  themselves,  and  avoid  troubling 
the  doctor.  The  pharmacist,  in  selling  those 
medicines,  saw  the  other  side  of  the  ques- 
tion whereby  the  public  bought  medicines 
instead  of  seeking  proper  attention.  He 
thought  it  sad  that  HEC  had  to  have 
medical  advice  upon  that  part  of  medical 
care  that  fell  within  the  province  of  phar- 
macists. 

Approach  to  CSM  on  clioquinol 

When  Council  considered  the  statement 
issued  by  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Medicines  concerning  clioquinol,  Mr  Ken 
moved  that  a  letter  be  written  to  CSM 
pointing  out  that  the  safeguards  in  a 
doctor  writing  prescriptions  and  giving  a 
dosage  form  could  not  be  seen  by  phar- 
macists to  be  different  from  a  pharmacist 
giving  exact  dosage  forms  when  perform- 
ing a  sale  under  qualified  supervision. 
Therefore,  one  could  not  accept  that  to 
move  a  substance  on  to  "prescription 
only"  made  any  difference  to  the  situation 
in  terms  of  safety.  If  CSM  concluded  it 
was  a  dangerous  drug,  it  must  remove  it 
from  the  market  completely.  Professor 
Beckett  suggested  including  in  the  letter  a 
reference  to  the  problems  facing  those 
concerned  when  proceeding  to  take  action 
against  a  product  in  isolation  from  con- 
sideration of  the  total  situation.  There 
should  be  discussion  of  the  problems 
which  arose  when  sensational  stories  ap- 
peared in  newspapers,  and  when  isolated 
items  were  taken  out  of  context.  Decision 
making  dictated  by  such  moves  was  not 
correct  decision  making.  Mr  Kerr  said  if 
Professor  Beckett's  arguments  were  de- 
veloped in  a  letter,  issues  would  be  raised 
far  beyond  that  being  dealt  with  in  the 
particular  situation.  It  might  be  done  on 


some  other  occasion,  but  would  not  be 
suitable  for  that  particular  letter.  Mrs  J. 
Gilbert  suggested  that  when  the  letter  was 
written,  the  point  should  be  made  that  the 
pharmacist  was  competent  when  advising 
on  the  dosage  of  a  preparation.  Where  he 
did  not  presume  to  advise  was  on 
diagnosis,  when  examination  of  the  patient 
was  involved.  The  motion  was  carried. 

The  University  Grants  Committee  had 
acknowledged  the  Society's  comment  that, 
had  it  been  consulted,  it  could  have  cor- 
rected or  clarified  parts  of  the  UGC 
pharmacy  panel's  report  on  manpower 
(C&D,  July  16,  p95).  The  Society  had 
also  asked  to  be  included  in  proposed  dis- 
cussions between  the  UGC  and  government 
education  departments.  UGC  had  asked 
Council  to  supply  the  clarifications  and 
corrections  referred  to,  and  had  asked  for 
any  views  Council  might  have  on  future 
manpower  so  that  those  could  be  taken 
into  account  in  the  forthcoming  discus- 
sions with  the  education  departments.  The 
Education  Committee  recommended,  and 
Council  agreed,  that  information  would  be 
sent  to  the  UGC  with  a  further  request  for 
inclusion  in  the  discussion. 

Hopes  for  a  Pharmacy  Bill 

Mr  Lewis  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Government  had  indicated  its  intention 
of  bringing  forward  legislation  concerning 
regulation  of  the  medical  profession,  and 
he  reminded  Council  that  it  was  still  hoped 
that  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  would  be  intro- 
duced at  some  time  to  regulate  the  phar- 
maceutical profession.  He  also  mentioned 
that  the  Merrison  report,  upon  which  the 
Government's  new  legislation  would  be 
based,  had  suggested  that  the  chief  medical 
officers,  or  their  deputies,  of  the  four 
health  departments  in  Britain  should  have 
seats  on  the  General  Medical  Council  as 
"observers"  or  "assessors".  The  Govern- 
ment, however,  had  decided  that  those 
officers  should  have  full  membership.  It 
was  obvious,  he  said,  that  that  decision 
would  increase  considerably  the  influence 
of  the  health  departments  in  the  regulation 
of  the  medical  profession. 

The  Glass  Manufacturers  Federation  had 
indicated  that  the  change  from  white  flint 
to  amber  medical  bottles  had  been  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  1976  and  any  white 
flint  bottle  still  in  circulation  must  have 
come  from  stocks  of  bottles  manufactured 
before  then.  The  Federation  had  also  in- 
dicated that  since  the  principal  manu- 
facturer of  medicals  had  based  its  long 
term  plans  on  the  profession's  request  for 
the  change  to  amber  bottles  and  had 
completely  filled  the  production  capacity 
released  by  the  transfer,  it  was  not  practi- 
cal either  to  change  back  to  white  flint  or 
to  adopt  a  supply  of  both  white  flint  and 
amber  bottles.  The  subcommittee  recom- 
mended, and  Council  agreed,  that  a  copy 
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of  the  letter  should  be  sent  to  the  Pharl 
maceutical    Services    Negotiating  Coml 
mittee.  The  subcommittee  went  on  to  disl 
cuss  the  current  shortage  of  medicals  rel 
commending,  and  Council  agreed,  that  th<I 
Department  of  Health  should  be  informed! 
of  the  Society's  concern  over  the  shortage! 
emphasising  that  the  supply  was  entirel; 
dependent   upon   the   production   of  om 
manufacturer.    The    Practice  Committe< 
was  informed  of  the  Home  Office  notid 
withdrawing  the  recommendation  that  th< 
requirement  for  bottles  for  liquid  non 
medicinal  poisons  to  be  vertically  flutec 
should  be  omitted  from  the  Poisons  Rule 
(last  week,  pi 86). 

The  Society  is  to  inform  the  Depart 
ment  of  Health  that  the  Department's  pro 
posals  for  dealing  with  incomplete  pre 
scriptions  are  now  satisfactory.  That  wa 
recommended  by  the  general  practice  sub 
committee  and  agreed  by  Council  follow 
ing  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Departmen 
in  which  assurance  had  been  given  tha 
where  a  pharmacist  had  endorsed  a  pre 
scription  form  with  the  quantity  supplied 
but  had  omitted  to  write  "pc"  (prescribe 
contacted),  the  prescription  would  be  re 
turned  to  the  pharmacist  for  endorsemen 
rather  than  the  pharmacist  be  paid  fo 
only  five  days  supply. 

The  General  Dental  Council  is  to  bi 
informed  that  the  Society  approves  of  it: 
proposal  to  carry  out  a  campaign  ti 
educate  the  public  in  the  care  of  thei: 
teeth  in  three  pilot  areas  in  Cleveland 
Hampshire  and  Mid  Glamorgan  durinj 
August  (C&D,  July,  pi 6 1 ).  A  nationa 
scheme  is  to  take  place  in  1978.  Th< 
general  practice  subcommittee  approve( 
an  information  sheet  which  has  been  sen 
to  pharmacists  and  a  leaflet  which  is  to  bt 
distributed  to  the  public  via  pharmacies 
subject  to  simplification  of  the  advice  tc 
be  given  on  the  need  for  additional! 
fluoride  to  be  taken. 

The  Practice  Committee  recommended! 
and  Council  agreed,  that  the  chairman  o  1 
Oxford  Regional  Health  Authority  shoulci 
be  exhorted  to  reconsider  the  appointmenli 
of  a  Regional  Pharmaceutical  Officer  ancB 
that  she  should  be  asked  to  meet  thM 
president  to  discuss  the  matter.  The  Com! 
mittee  also  recommended,  and  Council] 
agreed,  that  copies  of  the  correspondence! 
should  be  sent  to  Oxford  Area  Hospital 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  Regional 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  ( 

Full  fee  for  superintendents 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Law! 
Committee  Council  reaffirmed  its  rule  thail 
where  a  pharmacist  was  employed  as  a§ 
superintendent  of  a  company  or  a  partner 
in  a  partnership  owning  a  pharmacy,  he! 
or  she  must  pay  a  full  membership  fee  ori 
the  basis  that  the  position  of  superin-l 
tendent  or  the  ownership  of  a  pharmacy! 
was  a  continuing  occupation  throughoull 
the  year  and  could  not  be  the  subject  oil 
any  reduction. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Committee  thatM 
a  women  pharmacist  in  Scotland  in  parl-1 
nership  with  her  husband  had  sought  tol 
claim  a  reduced  fee  on  the  ground  that  in! 
Scotland  only  one  partner  need  be  a  phai-1 
macist.  However,  it  was  agreed  that  nol 
exception  of  the  standing  rule  could  bel 
made  in  the  circumstances. 

The  Society  is  to  write  once  again  to  thei 
Home  Office  to  state  its  opinion  that  thei 
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proposed  regulations  for  the  security  of 
drug  cabinets  (Misuse  of  Drugs  [safe 
custody]  Regulation  1973)  are  too  rigid 
and  that  there  should  be  a  more  flexible 
approach  to  the  problem  of  security. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Law  Committee 
had  received  a  letter  from  the  Home 
Office  about  recent  advice  issued  by  the 
Crime  Prevention  Centre  at  Stafford  re- 
commending that  drug  cabinets  should  be 
fixed  to  a  corner  of  a  room,  on  the  floor, 
so  that  they  were  fixed  to  two  walls  and 
the  floor.  The  Committee  considered  that 
to  be  highly  inconvenient  to  users  of  the 
cabinets.  It  was  also  reported  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  considering  recommend- 
ing to  the  Home  Office  that  drugs  should 
be  dispersed  throughout  a  pharmacy.  How- 
ever, the  Committee  felt  that  that  would 
lessen  the  internal  security  of  drugs  and 
was  a  policy  which  should  not  be  sup- 
ported by  Council. 

A  warning  letter  is  to  be  sent  to  a  phar- 
macist who  carried  out  a  door  to  door 
distribution  of  handbills  from  his  phar- 
macy. The  Ethics  Committee  was  told  that 
restricted  titles  had  been  used  both  in  the 
heading  and  in  the  qualifications  attributed 
to  the  pharmacy  manager,  and  a  reference 
in  the  document  to  prescriptions  and 
medicinal  products,  although  intending  to 
be  an  exclusion  clause,  had  been  an  in- 
direct advertising  of  services  available  at 
the  pharmacy.  In  addition,  the  pamphlet 
had  been  inaccurate  as  the  premises  were 
registered  in  the  pharmacist's  name  and 
not  in  the  name  of  a  limited  company. 

The  Ethics  Committee  recommended, 
and  Council  agreed,  that  complaints  should 
be  made  to  the  Statutory  Committee  con- 
cerning the  conduct  of  two  pharmacists  who 
had  been  found  to  be  supplying  excessive 
quantities  of  Phensedyl  to  customers. 

Blood  pressure  measurement 

The  Society  is  to  suggest  to  BMA  that 
a  meeting  should  be  arranged  as  a  matter 
of  urgency  between  the  two  bodies  to  dis- 
cuss electronic  apparatus  by  which  a  mem- 
ber of  the  public  might  measure  his  own 
blood  pressure,  and  other  related  aspects 
of  screening  for  hypertension. 

The  Society's  views  on  the  licensing  of 
"traditional"  products,  which  is  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  on  the  Review 
of  Medicines,  are  to  be  sent  to  the  De- 
partment of  Health.  The  views  are  based 
on  recommendations  of  the  Practice  and 
Science  Committees. 

The  Science  Committee  considered  a 
recent  letter  from  the  Department  of 
Health  reporting  on  the  current  positior 
with  regard  to  negotiations  on  the  EEC 
Draft  Directive  on  colouring  substances 
for  medicinal  products.  The  Committee 
recommended,  and  Council  agreed,  that  it 
should  be  suggested  to  the  Department 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  more 
than  four  years  for  the  transitional  period 
during  which  non-permitted  colours  may 
continue  to  be  used  in  medicinal  products 
already  on  the  market  when  the  Directive 
is  adopted. 

The  secretary  reported  to  Council  that 
the  Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd  had  offered 
10  miniature  replicas  of  the  presidential 
badge  for  presentation  to  each  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  at  a  cost  approaching 
£2,000.  The  Foundation  had  presented,  in 
1968,  a  new  presidential  badge  and  chafn, 


and  at  the  same  time  6  miniature  replicas 
of  the  presidential  badge.  The  last  of 
those  replicas  had  been  presented  to  Mr 
Bannerman  in  June. 

The  Newspaper  Conference  and  the 
Guild  of  Newspaper  Editors  had  written 
to  the  secretary  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee asking  for  a  disclosure  in  advance 
of  the  names  and  addresses  of  pharmacists 
or  companies  which  were  to  be  the  subject 
of  inquiry,  Mr  Lewis  reported.  The  matter 
had  been  considered  by  the  Committee 
which  had  decided,  with  the  agreement  of 
me  chairman,  that  Council  should  decide 
the  matter.  Council  agreed  that  there 
should  be  no  change  in  current  policy. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Education  Com- 
mittee that  the  West  Midlands  Regional 
Health  Authority  had  indicated  that  the 
reason  why  some  schools  of  pharmacy 
had  not  received  the  appropriate  number 
of  national  hospital  placement  scheme 
booklets  and  forms  had  been  that  there 
had  been  a  delay  in  its  duplicating  de- 
partment. However,  the  Committee  noted 
that  bulk  supplies  were  being  sent  to 
schools  during  the  summer  vacation.  The 
Committee  also  noted  that  it  had  been 


found  impossible  to  duplicate  the  new 
style  of  application  form  within  the 
Regional  Health  Authority. 

The  degree  in  pharmacy  of  Leicester 
Polytechnic  was  approved  for  a  further 
period  of  five  years,  subject  to  the  Society 
being  informed  of  any  amendments  prior 
to  their  implementation. 

The  Education  Committee  recommended, 
nnd  Council  agreed,  that  the  Society 
should  not  provide  financial  support  to 
the  Welsh  school  of  pharmacy,  as  re- 
quested by  Professor  Peter  Parish,  for  the 
appointment  of  an  educational  consultant 
to  advise  on  teaching  methods  in  clinical 
and  social  pharmacy  at  the  school  and  on 
curriculum  development.  It  was  decided 
that  the  limited  funds  available  to  support 
research  should  be  devoted  to  the  Society's 
research  awards. 

Mr  J.  A.  Myers  stated  that  education 
was  one  of  the  objectives  of  the  Society, 
and  clinical  pharmacy  appeared  to  be  one 
of  the  future  growing  points  in  the  teach- 
ing of  pharmacy.  He,  therefore,  moved 
that   the   Society   should    offer  financial

Plans  for  Society's  general 

The  Organisation  Committee,  has  re- 
commended that  a  general  practice  group 
of  the  Society  should  not  be  established. 
Before  deciding  the  Committee  considered 
a  document  prepared  by  the  Society's  staft 
relating  to  objectives,  possible  costs,  and 
potential  numbers  of  such  a  group.  Contri- 
butions to  the  document  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  steering  committee  of  the 
National  Association  of  General  Practice 
Employee  Pharmacists,  the  Joint  Boots 
Pharmacists  Association  and  Council. 

At  the  Committee  meeting  the  view  was 
expressed  that  membership  groups  should 
be  self-supporting.  However,  it  was  ex- 
plained by  the  secretariat  that  that  would 
not  be  fair  to  members  of  the  Industrial 
Pharmacists  Group,  whose  main  incentive 
to  remain  registered  was  membership  of 
that  group.  If  they  had  to  pay  a  subscrip- 
tion to  remaiii  a  group-  member,  that  in- 
centive might  well  be  nullified.  It  was  also 
noted  that  membership  groups  were  very 
important  as  a  source  of  expert  knowledge 
to  Council  regarding  aspects  of  the  pro- 
fession represented  by  those  groups. 

Objectives 

On  the  question  of  the  objectives  of  a 
general  practice  membership  group,  it  was 
emphasised  that  the  objectives  set  out  in 
the  discussion  document  represented  the 
greater  part  of  the  Society's  involvement  in 
respect  of  the  advancement  of  general 
practice  pharmacy,  and  it  was  generally 
agreed  that  the  principal  functions  of  a 
membership  group  should  be  confined  to 
offering  expertise  to  Council  and  provid- 
ing a  channel  of  communication  for  a 
minority  element.  It  was  further  suggested 
that  establishment  of  such  a  membership 
group,  having  as  its  objectives  the  range 
of  work  already  undertaken  by  the  Society, 
could  be  divisive.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  numbers  involved  in  membership 
of  a  general  practice  group  representing 
employee  and  employer  could  be  unman- 
ageable and  the  costs  prohibitive,  and 
that  a  group  established  to  represent  em- 


practice  group  rejected 

ployee  and  employer  could  also  contribute 
to  a  divisive  situation.  One  Committee 
member  said  if  sufficient  Society  members 
showed  interest  in  a  membership  group 
and  that  that  was  demonstrable,  then  in 
the  furtherance  of  communication  such  a 
group  should  be  supported. 

At  Council,  Mr  R.  Odd  opposed  the 
recommendation.  He  felt  that  Organisation 
Committee  had  come  to  a  rather  abrup! 
and  bad  decision  after  obtaining  informa- 
tion at  great  length  from  various  interested 
bodies.  It  was  said  in  the  minute  that  one 
of  the  principal  functions  of  a  member- 
ship group  should  be  to  provide  a  channel 
of  communication  for  a  minority  element. 
He  did  not  agree,  since  it  did  not  appear 
in  the  byelaws.  There  was  a  number  of 
pharmacists  throughout  Britain  anxious  to 
see  such  a  representative  group  formed 
within  the  Society.  If,  as  one  suspected,  it 
was  a  question  of  finance  rather  than 
organisation,  Mr  Odd  suggested  that  de- 
tailed expenditure  for  the  group  be  pre- 
pared by  the  office  and  presented  to  the 
Organisation  Committee's  next  meeting. 

He  moved  that  the  item  be  referred 
back  for  a  detailed  financial  statement  to 
be  prepared,  possibly  asking  the  bodies 
themselves,  if  necessary,  how  to  make  it 
self-financing.  Mr  W.  H.  Howarth  said 
it  would  be  the  largest  group,  and  would 
include  work  already  being  undertaken  by 
Council.  Nevertheless,  it  could  be  self 
supporting  and  not  financially  embarras- 
sing to  the  Society.  Mr  D.  Sharpe  pointed 
out  that  there  had  been  discussions  with 
the  two  main  bodies  concerned,  so  it 
could  not  be  said  that  the  decision  arrived 
at  was  abrupt.  Secondly,  it  was  difficult  to 
see  how  the  office  could  produce  a  finan- 
cial statement  on  such  a  matter.  If  there 
were  the  necessary  finance  and  if  the  num- 
bers were  considerable,  at  least  one  addi- 
tional member  of  staff  would  be  needed, 
and  there  did  not  appear  to  be  the 
physical  room  for  another  member  of  the 
staff  in  the  building.  The  motion  to  refer 
the  item  back  was  lost. 
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Smith  &  Nephew  profit  up

Sales  of  Smith  &  Nephew  Associated  Com- 
panies Ltd  in  the  24  weeks  to  June  18 
amounted  to  £78  5m,  an  increase  of  20  6 
per  cent  over  the  figure  of  £65  lm  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1976.

Foster  Bros  Clothing  take 
over  Discount  for  Beauty 

The  entire  share  capital  of  Discount  for 
Beauty  Ltd,  the  Batley-based  chemists  and 
cosmetics  retailing  chain,  has  been 
acquired  by  Foster  Brothers  Clothing  Co 
Ltd.  Foster  Brothers  have  some  700  retail 
outlets  with  annual  sales  of  £44m.  The 
group  includes  Foster  Menswear,  Dormie 
Menswear,  Crowds,  Adams  Childrenswear 
and  Stone-Dri. 

Discount  for  Beauty  currently  operates 
22  stores  in  the  midlands  and  north  of 
England  with  annual  retail  sales  around 
£5m.  At  least  five  additional  stores  will  be 
opened  this  year. 

At  a  meeting  of  senior  management. 
Discount  for  Beauty's  managing  director, 
Mr  Ivan  Lester,  said  that  with  the  sub- 
stantial financial  backing  now  available,  a 
major  expansion  programme  was  forging 
ahead  by  opening  new  stores  and  by 
acquisition  in  pharmacy  as  well  as  in  the 
cosmetics  and  toiletries  field. 

Philip  Harris  optimistic 

In  the  annual  report  for  the  year  to  March 
31,  the  directors  of  Philip  Harris  (Hold- 
ings) Ltd  state  that  their  business  as  whole- 
salers of  pharmaceuticals  and  surgical 
appliances  accounted  for  35  per  cent  of 
their  turnover  (£84m— C&D,  July  30, 
pl72)  and  27  per  cent  of  their  profit 
(£685,254).  The  remainder  was  from  the 
manufacture  and  distribution  of  scientific 
apparatus.  The  value  of  exports  was 
£3  4m,  of  which  49  per  cent  was  to  Africa. 
12  per  cent  to  the  middle  east,  6  per  cent 
to  Europe,  26  per  cent  to  south  and  south- 
east Asia,  5  per  cent  to  America  and  the 
West  Indies,  and  2  per  cent  to  other  areas. 

The  chairman,  Mr  N.  H.  Russell,  says 
that  in  the  face  of  considerable  competi- 
tion the  company  has  maintained  or  im- 
proved its  penetration  of  traditional 
markets  with  chemists  and  dispensing 
doctors,  and  increases  in  distributive  costs 
have  been  contained.  He  concludes:  "In 
the  current  economic  climate  forecasting 
for  the  future  is  somewhat  hazardous,  but

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assistance.  The  president,  Mrs  E.  Leigh, 
pointed  out  that  unfortunately  the  money 
was  not  available  and  it  was  decided  to 
send  a  suitable  letter  to  Professor  Parish. 

Details  of  new  arrangements  for  allo- 
cating funds  for  pharmacists'  refresher 
courses  in  England  had  been  sent  to  NHS 
regional  administrators  and  to  the 
Society's  regional  secretaries  and  course 
organisers,  it  was  reported  to  the  Educa- 
tion Committee.  The  new  arrangement 
meant  that  the  Society's  regional  com- 
mittees, in  consultation  with  regional  phar- 
maceutical officers,  should  spend  the  grants 
as  they  thought  appropriate,  that  is,  the 
sessional  fee  scale  need  no  longer  be  used.

The  meeting  had  been  attended 
by  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  the 
British  Dental  Trade  Association,  the 
Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  the 
British  Veterinary  Association,  the  British 
Medical  Association  and  the  Institute  of 
Biology.  At  the  meeting  it  had  been  agreed 
that  a  working  group,  of  representatives 
of  the  above  bodies  and  of  the  University 
Grants  Committee  and  the  Committee  of 
Directors  of  Polytechnics,  should  be  con- 
vened to  work  out  in  detail  the  level  of 
knowledge  required  in  each  subject  men- 
tioned in  the  Directive,  the  additional  re- 
quirements for  each  discipline  and  the 
machinery  for  implementing  them.

Demand  for  menthol 

London,  August  10:  Brazilian  peppermint 
oil  and  menthol  were  in  active  demand 
during  the  week  providing  almost  the 
sole  feature  of  the  market.  Recently  the 
fall  in  price  of  both  items  has  been  sub- 
stantial and,  as  often  happens  when  the 
fall  is  considered  too  great,  a  reaction  to 
the  trend  took  place.  Peppermint  ojl 
finished  the  week  at  a  level  where  a 
common  price  was  quoted  for  Brazilian 
and  Chinese  oils  whether  spot  or  forward 
deliveries.  Among  spices  the  only  buying 
activity  seen  was  in  cloves  but  there  was 
no  change  in  price.  In  aromatic  seeds  it 
was  reported  that  the  US  was  buying 
celery  seed  whereas  normally  the  coun- 
try's domestic  production  was  sufficient 
for  their  needs.  Egyptian  cumin  advanced 
rapidly  to  £815  metric  ton  from  £660  in 
the  previous  week. 

A  number  of  botanicals  were  easier 
because  of  the  improved  position  of  ster- 
ling. Lack  of  available  supplies  however, 
caused  firmer  prices  for  gentian  root, 
hydrastis,  ipecacuanha  and  kola  nuts.
